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On the road to recovery 


Two of Edmonton’s key streets are fighting to return to their former glory. But is it working?

t’s 10 p.m. on Friday night. 
J2ssver Avenue is a yawning 

eanyon of stone, glass and steel. 
Except for a handful of cars rush- 
ing past and a leone woman mum- 
bling incessantly to herself in a 
bus shelter, the street is almost 
devoid of humanity. 

To the west of 109 Street, there 
are signs of life. High-rise office 
towers and empty department 
stores are replaced by a few bars 
and restaurants which hum with 
activity. In between each, howev- 
er, are a disturbing number of 
vacant storefronts. 

Welcome to 
Edmonton. 

To most Canadians, Jasper 
Avenue is Edmonton. Like 
Toronto's Yonge Street, Vancou- 
vers Robson or Winnipeg’s 
Portage and Main, Jasper is per- 
ceived to be the city’s heart and 
soul, the place to be for dining, 
shopping and entertainment. But 
unlike Yonge, Robson and Portage, 
the perception is completely false. 
In fact, Edmonton's entire down- 
town core suffers from a distinc- 
tive tomb-like atmosphere. 

When Liane McLarty visited 
Edmonton during Klondike days in 
July, she decided to go where she 
thought everyone would be party- 
ing up a storm on a sunny Satur- 
day afternoon — downtown. But 
instead of finding hundreds of peo- 
ple at Sir Winston Churchill 
Square, listening to live music or 
trying samples from the Taste of 
Edmonton, McLarty found an 
abandoned park with only a few 
senior citizens sitting at the picnic 
tables. 

“Tt scared me, because of the 
lack of people,” she said. “I felt 
like Stephen King had written 
some kind of scenario and I had 
just walked right into the middle 
of it.” 

With the help of a friend, 
McLarty eventually made her way 
over the High Level Bridge, down 
109 Street to Whyte Avenue. 
There, she found what she was 
looking for: people walking up and 
down the streets, funky shops, 
restaurants, cafés and bars. It was 
more of what she was accustomed 
to. 

McLarty lives and works in 
downtown Toronto, a place where 
people can always be found out- 
doors. “When I come home from a 
night of drinking at 2 a.m., there 
are more people sitting outside in 
their yard sipping wine than there 
were in the entire downtown of 
Edmonton during the day,” she 
said. 

City officials are fully aware of 
the downtown's moribund after- 
hours atmosphere. In 1997 
launched a plan to inject li

But, as McLarty observed, the 
key to ambience in any neighbour- 
hood is people. And that, more 
than anything else, is what’s lack- 
ing downtown. Presently there are 
6,500 people living in the city’s 
core, about one per cent of the 
city’s entire population. By con- 
trast, 60,000 people commute to 
work in the core. 

While office workers will buy 
lunch or perhaps run a few 
errands in the downtown core, 
most of their money ae home 


city will want to spend their Friday 
nights and Saturday afternoons 
there. That logic is the cornerstone 
of the downtown plan. 


Presently, there are 450 new . 


apartments and condominium 
units under construction in the 
Railtown area along 109 Street. 
Hall estimates that within the next 
18 months, 1,000 new units will be 
occupied in the downtown, poten- 
tially increasing the area’s popula- 
tion by one third.

iThey’ve taken a stab at Every 
‘Breath You Take by the Police, 
‘and have most recently covered 
Ozzy Osbourne’s Bark at the Moon 
for an album titled When Punk 
Goes Metal. However, unlike many 
of the bands on the compilation, 
they have a genuine respect for 
popular ’80s genres that have long 
since fallen out of fashion. 
Drummer Jordan Burns readily 
acknowledges the diversity that 
has become manifest in their own 


sound. “We have metal, pop, punk 
[influences]. We’re like a good 
combination of several things — 
everyone’s had metal influences 
for sure. We like Pantera, Ozzy, 
Metallica, all that kind of stuff. 
Sometimes I think that comes out 
in us a bit, which is okay in my 
books.” 

Their most recent release, an EP 
called The Element of Sonic 
Defiance, contains traces of anoth- 
er style, not present in their previ- 
ous recordings. Electronic sounds 
have crept into a couple of the 
tracks. The addition hasn't radical- 
ly changed the band, but rather 
has been incorporated as another 
element of their signature aggres- 
sively fast and hook-filled style. 

“We always want to test differ- 
ent waters within our sound. We 
want to stay creative and keep 
things exciting; try to mix it up a 
little bit,” explains Burns before 
admitting they've had several 
inquiries as to whether or not the 
band may be testing the electronic 
waters, Owing mostly in part to the 
techno look of the CD cover. 
Singer Jason Cruz, who creates all 


of the band’s graphics, designed 
the super-clean image of an alien 
creature wearing headphones. 

Artwork in general plays a large 
part of the Strung Out universe. 
Their official website 
(www.strung-out.com) has a spe- 
cial section reserved for pictures 
of fans who sport tattoos of the 
band’s logo. Their “number one 
fan”, who maintains the page, has 
a huge one on his back. 

Personal adulation for the drum- 
mer has even gone beyond this. 
“This guy drew a portrait of me 
practically to the tee out of the 
Twisted by Design album. I don't 
know, you just feel so honoured, 
but strange that some guy was [sit- 
ting] at home drawing you. I still 
have the picture on my wall.”

After a brief 
sports stint, Taylor returned to 
music and got a Warner Bros. 
record deal and had a song on the 
charts by the time he was 18. Chet 
Atkins took an interest in Taylor, 
and produced some of his tunes. 

By mid ‘80s, Chip Taylor had dis- 
covered and produced James 
Taylor. His song Angel of the 
Morning was recorded by Merillee 
Rush, Juice Newton and Chrissie 
Hynde; Wild Thing was recorded 
by The Troggs, Jimi Hendrix and 
X. Janis Joplin recorded his Try 
(Just A Little Bit Harder); Clean 
Your Tables was put out by 
Johnny Cash and Stoney Edwards; 
If You Were Mine, Mary by Eddie 
Arnold . . . you get the idea. Then 
Taylor quit the music biz and 
became a professional gambler. 

Taylor returned to his loves in 
1993: his mother and his music. “I 
came back to making music when 
my mom got ill, and I started to 
sing for her like I did in school,” he 
says.

Pre-teens musical depth belies her years

“I was very surprised to see the 
young Vanessa at all in my class, 
because usually I deal with people 
around 18 or older. So, at first 
sight I had thought she had made 
a mistake and she thought I was 
going to teach her how to play the 
piano. I almost told her, ‘well, this 
is not the place for you,’ but [just 
said, ‘can you play something for 
me?’ And then she played a Mozart 
concerto for me.” 

What he heard that day was 


more than just musical notes 
played perfectly. 

“I was not amazed by the fact 
that she could play all the notes, 
because now most of those kids 
can do that. I was most impressed 
by the feeling and natural aptitude 
she had to understand the music 
she was playing. 

“She played Debussy and 
Mozart and Schumann and Bach 
with such instinctive musicianship 
that it was obvious that nobody 
could have taught her that... From 
the very first minutes I heard her, I 
knew I was in front of some 
exceptional talent.” 

Rogé was also surprised that 
her musical precocity did not 
appear to be inherited from her 
family. 

“Don’t ask me why or where it 
comes from or how it happens 
because her family has nothing to 
do with music. She’s never been in 
touch with music. When she went 
to nursery school when she was 
three-and-a-half, there was a piano 
in the school for some reason and 
she spent all of her time on that 
piano.”

issing out on a Muay Thai 
match in Bangkok is like 
missing out on a hockey game 

in Canada — you simply have to 
go. Muay Thai is one of the most 
exciting sporting events I have 
ever attended. The combination of 
the exuberance of the crowd, the 
energy of the competitors and the 
live music all add up to fantastic 
entertainment. Muay Thai is more 
than just a sport. It is a tradition 
deeply rooted in Thai culture and 
history. 

Muay Thai's roots stem from the 
ancient Thai battlefield when 
hand-to-hand combat meant sol- 
diers needed to be strong, quick 
and powerful. Muay Thai was used 
as both an offensive and defensive 
tool. At one point, Muay Thai con- 
tests determined the outcome of 
national issues. It was called the

sport of kings, though royalty and 
soldiers alike trained in the martial 
art. 

It eventually metamorphosed 
into its modern incarnation and 
remains the most popular sport in 
Thailand. Muay Thai is similar to 
kick boxing, only the boxers may 
use any part of their bodies to 
kick, jab, knee, elbow or punch an 
opponent. Fights consist of five, 
three-minute rounds with two min- 
utes’ rest time between each 
round. In the past, rounds were 
considerably longer, but contes- 
tants were getting so beat up that 
the duration of rounds was short- 
ened so as to, in theory, prevent 
serious injury or death. 

One of the most fascinating 
aspects of Muay Thai occurs just 
prior to each match. The Thais are 
a deeply respectful people and it 
shows in many of their customs.

A lot of talented Albertans 
were faced with the option of relo- 
eating to find work in their chosen 
field. Norm Fassbender was 
among them. 

“My partner Kate Holowach, the 
producer on (my films), and 
myself, we sort of had to make a 
decision back then. Either we 
were going to make a film, leave 
the business or leave the province 

. A lot of people about that time 
were making the same decision. 
The community and the industry 
we lost a lot of great people, but in 
the interim a lot of really good 
people stuck it out and started to 
do things and started to build.” 

About the time the AMPDC was 
being shut down, Fassbender and 
Holowach had been working on a 
project about a militant ultrana- 
tionalist group. The original story 
by Brian Paisley was set in 
Northern Ireland and Fassbender, 
with the input of various writers, 
had been cultivating it for the 
screen, but progress was slow. 
Then the news started to fill with 
reports of the activities of right- 
wing militias and hate groups in 
the U.S. and Canada. 

“I realized that all the attention 
being focused on hate groups in 
Canada and the States sounded 
exactly like the ultranationalists in 
Northern Ireland,” Fassbender 
recalls. “When we were looking at 
the story, we realized the rhetoric, 
we realized the hate was the same. 
It was stunning how similar the 
thinking was and we started to 
explore that, and it seemed more 
relevant.” 

With the concept for the movie 
solidifying, Fassbender and 
Holowach started looking around 
for a way to get their project, enti- 
tled 1132 Pleasant Street, made. 

The solution lay in the vast 
resources of filmmaking and act- 
ing talent in Edmonton. Fass- 
bender credits the enthusiasm of 





actor David McNally for encourag- 
ing him to get the production off 
the ground. McNally organized 
readings to help with script devel- 
opment and casting and, like the 
other 30 or so actors with speak- 
ing roles, he contributed his abili- 
ties to the film without pay. Actors 
and crew worked on Spec, agree- 
ing to-a portion of receipts from 
the film’s eventual distribution 
and/or sale to video or TV. 

“We all went into it with the 
expectation to make a film not so 
much for a retribution or reward 
other than making a film,” McNally 
says. “And the benefit of that, and 
what we try to do in theatre as 
well, is to try to make something 
that will have some social or politi- 
cal impact, to cause some discus- 
sion, some interest, along with all 
the story that goes along with it.” 

1132 Pleasant Street focuses on 
Bobby (McNally), an operative in 
an American right-wing extremist 
group, who has grown up in the

culture of hate. He’s dispatched to 
Toronto to assassinate a fund rais- 
er for his group, Teddy (Ken 
Brown), who has been skimming 
funds. The first hitch: Teddy once 
saved Bobby's late father’s life. 

Teddy is tipped off about the 
Bobby’s arrival in Toronto and 
flees to Edmonton, but Bobby 
meets Teddy's estranged daughter 
Laura (Kate Ryan), and the pair 
travel across country together. 
Along the way, Bobby gets a 
glimpse of life outside the racist 
mindset. The story culminates in 
one of those tough choices of 
which Fassbender is so fond. 

All the scenes with the actors 
were shot in 1996, with second 
unit shots of exteriors and aerial 
photography completed over the 
next couple of years. 

“A lot of the making of our film 
was, we'd work for a while, then 
we'd run out of something — 
either money, time or patience, 
either our own or someone who 
was working on it,” Fassbender 
recalls. “Because if you’re not pay- 
ing people monster bucks, they've 
got to go make a living, so we'd 
always stop and go, stop and go. 
And that’s how we got it done.” 

Though Fassbender evades the 
question of the film’s total budget 
— he places it somewhere 
between “minuscule” and “shoe- 
string” — he does concede the 
possibility that he bit off a little 
more than he could chew. 

“I think we were nuts to a

Luckily, the actors were fully on 
board. Actor Ken Brown says the 
atmosphere on the set — where 


the actors’ contributions were as 
important as the director's or the 
writer's — allowed everyone to 
make the most of what they had 

“All good films highlight the act- 
ing talent, but certainly we actors 
felt very important in the process. 
I've been on film sets where I’ve 
felt like a piece of furniture being 
moved around, and if you happen 
to get you lines right that’s a 
bonus, but on this set we all felt 
invested in the process from the 
word go.” 

Now, four years later, 1132 
Pleasant Street is going to be 
unveiled before local audiences. 
Fassbender, McNally and Brown 
say they want local audiences to 
have a sense of the vast pool of tal- 
ent that exists in Edmonton, and 
they want to encourage other cre- 
ative types to go forth and do like- 
wise. 

“T’ve had to work a lot out of the 
province,” says McNally, who’s 
had numerous feature roles on TV 
and in film. “I'm trying to encour- 
age our industry here, because I 
have seen it at a much more 
bustling stage, and I know that all

the dynamic duo behind Crank 
Warriors on display in the back 
exhibition space at Latitude 53 
(the ProjEX Room) aren't like 
many other artists.
